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Toward Understanding China

UR relations with China seem to 
be getting more intricate day by 
day and this relationship prom- 

ises not to grow less but increasingly more 
important to us. The reason for this is 
not merely the 150 years of missionary, 
trade, and other contacts with China, but 
the fact that our two countries occupy the 
same geographical zones on opposite sides 
of the world and therefore have a similar 
physical environment. The Chinese are 
socially democratic as we are; they have 
much of the same practical approach to 
the problems of life, the same sense of 
humor, and the same respect for popular 
education. Although they have much to 
learn from us in the techniques of science 
and of political democracy, they have 
stressed certain things of which we are 
beginning to feel the need, namely, a high- 
er respect for the rights of man as opposed 
to things and institutions and a strong em- 
phasis on right personal and social rela- 
tionships. This point of view has pene- 
trated every phase of Chinese literature, 
thus showing that it has been for many 
centuries one of their chief preoccupa- 
tions. Because I think that it is on this 
cultural level that reciprocal understand- 
ing is now so important, I have chosen, 
not to list many of the currently popular 
books on Chinese politics, but to recom- 
mend works which will help our people 
to understand the Chinese better. 


Philosophy and Religion 


Mr. Lin Yutang has acquainted Ameri- 
cans in a popular way with some of the 
basic principles of Chinese philosophy in 
his well-known books, My Country and 
My People and The Importance of Living. 
There he writes often with his tongue in 
his cheek, with what he calls the Taoist 
“roguishness.” He does not always mean 
for us to take him too literally, but to give 
us a taste of how the laissez-faire phi- 
losophy of Taoism and the culture and re- 
straint of Confucianism are combined in 
every Chinese. Without some comprehen- 
sion of these two world-views it is impos- 
sible for a Westerner to interpret properly 
Chinese ways of life or certain phases of 
their art and literature. Mr. Lin has an- 
other very useful little book, in the Mod- 
ern Library Series, entitled The Wisdom 
of Confucius, which is a translation of the 
Analects, together with many Sayings of 
Confucius taken from other classical 
books. The introduction alone is very 
spicy and worth reading. 

Another accurate and _ experienced 
translator is Arthur Waley. His two books, 
The Way and Its Power and Three Ways 
of Thought in Ancient China, furnish an 
admirable introduction, not only to Taoist 
thinking, but to Confucianism and to 
China’s ancient experiment in fascism 
which was abandoned in the third cen- 
tury B.C. 





Editor’s note: 


The appropriateness of this list, calling attention to the characteristic culture of one of our 
allies, will be recognized by librarians, who will no doubt make timely use of it by fea- 
turing the books mentioned. Posters and displays calling attention to the books and the 
article are obvious devices; discussion groups, forums and newspaper reports may be 
encouraged. Many other possibilities will occur to alert librarians. With the outbreak of 


war thé library’s responsibility in promoting international understanding assumes greater 
importance than ever. 
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One question much discussed in recent 
years by writers on China is why the 
Chinese never developed the sciences as 
we have in the West. One of the best an- 
swers is given by a living Chinese philos- 
opher, Mr. Fung Yu-lan, in a book en- 
titled, A Comparative Study of Life’s 
Ideals. Mr. Fung is at home in both West- 
ern and Eastern thought and he brings out 
very well the differences in the two 
world-views. 


Natural Sciences—Useful Arts 


Despite a certain tardiness in adopting 
the techniques of science, the Chinese 
were the inventors of the compass, silk 
weaving, gunpowder, paper, ink, printing, 
and many other fundamental things. No 
one should be without some knowledge of 
the history of printing and the develop- 
ment of the book, and we are fortunate to 
have such an admirable treatment of the 
subject as Thomas Carter’s The Invention 
of Printing in China and its Spread. West- 


ward. Though issued some years ago, it 
has not in any sense been superseded, and 
must remain for a long time the most 
readable and authoritative account, not 
only of printing, but of the first uses of 
paper and ink and the development of the 
book as we know it today. 


Fine Arts 


For a good general treatment of Chinese 
art there are few better reference works 
than the selection of articles written by 
R. L. Hobson, Laurence Binyon, Osvald 
Sirén and others for the fourteenth edition 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica. These ar- 
ticles appeared independently in 1936 un- 
der the title, The Romance of Chinese Art. 
A similar, but more extensive work, en- 
titled Survey of Chinese Art, was pre- 
pared by Dr. John C. Ferguson. Two oth- 
er works by this well-known critic should 
also be mentioned, Outlines of Chinese 
Art and Chinese Painting, both published 
by the University of Chicago Press. 


THE BOOKLIST 


Literature 


It is difficult to select, among the many 
translations from Chinese literature, and 
from the various surveys written about it, 
the books most useful to the ordinary 
reader. The two introductory works by 
H. A. Giles, entitled A History of Chinese 
Literature and Gems of Chinese Litera- 
ture, have held an esteemed place for 
many years and will for a long time to 
come. Of numerous translators of Chinese 
poetry in recent years, the author who on 
the whole can be relied on to do justice 
both to the sense of the original and to 
English form, is Arthur Waley. His trans- 
lation of the Odes, under the title The 
Book of Songs, makes those ancient poems 
live for the Western reader. His transla- 
tions of later Chinese verse, chiefly of the 
T‘ang period, have in large part been 
brought together in a finely illustrated 
work entitled Translations from the Chi- 
nese. 

Mr. Lin Yutang’s well-known English 
novel, A Moment in Peking, is a good ex- 
ample of the way in which novels written 
in the Chinese language were construct- 
ed. They were a series of loosely-strung 
episodes, mirroring with great fidelity 
both the humdrum and the unusual fea- 
tures of Chinese life. Mr. Lin has pre- 
served this episodic form in A Moment in 
Peking. 

Mr. L. C. Arlington’s illustrated book, 
The Chinese Drama, contains, in addition 
to notes on the theater and its equipment, 
synopses of thirty plays. A later work by 
Mr. Arlington and Mr. Harold Acton, en- 
titled Famous Chinese Plays, gives trans- 
lations and synopses of thirty-three other 
plays as witnessed on the stage. For a 
good account of the “literary revolution” 
which has taken place in China in the last 
twenty-five years, one should read The 
Chinese Renaissance, a series of lectures 
delivered at the University of Chicago dy 
Dr. Hu Shih, who is now the Chinese am- 
bassador to this country. 
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History 


Since Chinese recorded history began in 
the fifteenth century B.c. and constitutes 
an unbroken record down to our time, any 
short treatment of it must obviously be 
very general. Owing to recent excavations 
and to studies made in the past twenty- 
five years, many of the histories written 
prior to, say 1917, are quite out of date, 
particularly those which treat the ancient 
period. A popular summary of the con- 
clusions regarding this ancient period has 
been prepared by Dr. H. G. Creel of the 
University of Chicago, in a work entitled 
The Birth of China. An interesting study 
of an ancient social experiment—one simi- 
lar in some respects to the American New 
Deal—is described by H. R. Williamson, 
under the title Wang An Shih, a Chinese 
Statesman and Educationalist of the Sung 
Dynasty. A brief general history of China, 
suitable for high schools and for the aver- 
age reader, is Mary A. Nourse’s The Four 
Hundred Million. A more detailed general 
history is K. S. Latourette’s The Chinese, 
Their History and Culture. 


Description and Travel 


A recent travel book, written in a very 
attractive style by an unusually clear- 
observer, is Graham  Peck’s 
Through China’s Wall. Though it lays no 
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claim to great philosophic insight, it re- 
cords with fidelity the emotions which 
most thoughtful newcomers experience in 
China, but which very few of them are 
able to express. 

Those who are interested in the extraor- 
dinarily rich flora of China, their distribu- 
tion in that country, and the abundant 
possibilities they offer to the West, should 
read Ernest H. Wilson’s China, Mother of 
Gardens. 


Biography 


Perhaps the biography of most interest 
at the moment is Emily Hahn’s The Soong 
Sisters. Miss Hahn has written much for 
the splendid English magazine, T‘ien Hsia, 
published in Hong Kong. She evidently 
gained, through her contacts with some 
very able Chinese, a rather unusual per- 
spective of the subjects she handles. 


General 


A convenient handbook, containing ar- 
ticles by Chinese scholars on many phases 
of Chinese culture, edited by Sophia Zen, 
is entitled Symposium on Chinese Cul- 
ture. 

Libraries interested in more specialized 
books on China should consult Charles S. 
Gardner’s A Union List of Selected West- 
ern Books on China in American libraries.
